to ſo great loſs by their Payment, declined to engage to clothe 
the Army further : But no others being found ling to do 

it, the ſaid Perſons by his Majeſty's 75 pecial Command, did 
engage to provide — or the Year 1697. The Right 
Honourable the Lords of the Treaſury contracting, that the 
ſaid Clothiers ſhould be well paid... | 


By the Vote of this Honourable Houſe of the firſt of Fe- _ 

bruary, the ſaid Perſons humbly conceiv'd that they ſhonld 

be ſufficiently provided for; but by the Report of the Com- 
mittee, and the Reſolution of this Honourable Houſe there- 

upon, the 10th of March, the ſaid Perſons find that the ſame 

is omitted. 

The ſaid Debt being compriz d under the general Head 

\of Arrears, was, as they humbly apprehend, the occaſion of 

"the ſaid Omiſſion. 


The ſaid Perſors therefore humbly pray, That this 
Honourable Houſe will be pleas'd to appropriate 
ſome part of the Funds that ſhall be given this 
Seſſion, to the diſcharge of the ſaid Debt for 


Clothing.
